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Bill  Moyers  to  Speak  at  Tanenbaum 
Center  Annual  Event 


Memorial  Concert 
and  Tribute  to 
George  M.  Shapiro 
Sunday,  April  25 

A  “Concert  of  the  Century”  will  fill  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue’s  magnificent  sanc¬ 
tuary  at  7  P.M.  on  Sunday,  April  25  with 
the  glowing  music  of  our  people’s  past,  pre¬ 
sent  and  future!  The  program  is  dedicated  to 
the  memory  of  one  of  our  congregation’s  out¬ 
standing  lay  leaders — George  M.  Shapiro — 
who  died  on  September  8,  1998. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  eight  years 
(in  the  1970’s  and  80’s),  Shapiro  was  a  vision¬ 
ary  whose  leadership  in  creating  a  magnificent 
^ew  school  building  with  greatly  expanded 
))bilities  made  possible  the  growth  that  our 
congregation  has  enjoyed  over  the  past  two 
decades.  He  was  also  a  champion  of  Jewish 
art  and  music,  and  he  enabled  our  congrega¬ 
tion  to  take  a  leadership  role  in  Jewish  life 
internationally.  The  highest  quality  of  syna¬ 
gogue  music  was  developed  with  an  orga¬ 
nized  music  program  through  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz,  organist  Neil  Robinson,  conductor 
Abraham  Kaplan  and  the  professional  Syna¬ 
gogue  Concert  Choir. 

The  gala  musical  tribute  will  bring  togeth¬ 
er  in  concert  format  the  most  important  music 
of  prayer  liturgy  that  has  been  sung  in  our 
synagogue  at  the  annual  Friday  evening  and 
Shabbat  morning  Liturgical  Music  Services 
during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century. 

Nearly  five  hundred  musical  composi¬ 
tions  have  been  brought  to  our  congregation 
and  to  the  wider  community  through  these 
music  services.  About  half  of  these  are  trea¬ 
sures  of  the  past.  Some  were  already  beloved 
classics;  others  had  been  dear  “traditions”  and 
had  been  forgotten  with  time.  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  also  resurrected  and  updated  troves 
musical  masterpieces  from  crumbling  man¬ 
uscripts  that  might  never  have  been  heard 
again  were  it  not  for  the  format  of  our  Liturgi¬ 
cal  Music  Services.  Many  of  these  have 
become  classics  that  have  enriched  our  own

On  Wednesday  evening,  April  14,  the 
Tanenbaum  Center  will  once  again 
hold  its  annual  Award  Ceremony  and 
Memorial  Lecture  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.

This  year,  the  renowned  author  and  tele¬ 
vision  journalist,  Bill  Moyers,  will  deliver  the 
Rabbi  Marc  H.  Tanenbaum  Memorial  Lecture. 
The  center  will  honor  Senator  George  Mitchell 
with  the  Rabbi  Marc  H.  Tanenbaum  Award  for 
the  Advancement  of  Interreligious  Under¬ 
standing,  and  this  award  will  be  presented  by 
William  J.  Flynn,  Chairman  of  Mutual  of  Amer¬ 
ica  Life  Insurance  Company.  Howard  P.  Mil- 
stein,  Chairman  of  Douglas  Elliman,  will  be 
honored  with  the  Corporate  Bridge-Builder 
Award,  and  John  Zuccotti,  Executive  Chair¬ 
man  of  World  Financial  Properties,  will  serve 
as  a  co-chair.  The  Emerald  Society  Pipe  Band 
will  also  be  on  hand  to  add  their  festive  notes 
to  the  occasion. 

Bill  Moyers  needs  little  introduction  to 
anyone  who  has  watched  pubic  television 
over  the  past  20  years  or  so,  especially  his 
acclaimed  “Genesis:  A  Living  Conversation” 
series  which  also  became  a  national  best-sell¬ 
ing  book.  Known  for  his  home,  down-to- 
earth,  insightful  journalism,  he  is  also  appreci¬ 
ated  for  the  breadth  of  his  knowledge  and  his 
gentle  humor.  He  is  bound  to  captivate  the 
audience  with  his  lively  and  thought-provok¬ 
ing  observations. 

Senator  Mitchell  was  selected  for  the 
Advancement  of  Interreligious  Understanding 
Award  in  recognition  of  his  creative  leadership 
in  quelling  the  violence  and  bloodshed  in 
Northern  Ireland.  He  is  a  prime  example  of 
how  leaving  elected  office  does  not  mean 
resigning  from  matters  of  global  importance. 
In  addition  to  his  law  practice  in  Washington, 
he  serves  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Internation¬ 
al  Crisis  Group,  the  Ethics  Committee  of  the

U.S.  Olympic  Committee,  and  the  National 
Health  Care  Commission.  He  enjoyed  biparti¬ 
san  esteem  during  his  15-year  tenure  in  the 
Senate  and  for  six  consecutive  years  was 
voted  “the  most  respected  member”  of  the 
Senate. 

Each  year,  the  Tanenbaum  Center  also 
pays  tribute  to  an  individual  whose  civic  and 
philanthropic  activities  reach  out  to  a  broad 
range  of  people — building  bridges  of  commu¬ 
nication,  cooperation  and  mutual  understand¬ 
ing.  Howard  P.  Milstein,  an  ingenious  entre¬ 
preneur,  has  made  his  mark  in  the  worlds  of 
real  estate,  banking,  telecommunications  and 
sports.  He  has  just  signed  a  historic  agreement 
to  purchase  the  Washington  Redskins  and  is 
an  owner  of  the  National  Hockey  League’s 
New  York  Islanders.  Howard  is  an  example  of 
how  corporate  success  can  be  put  to  charita¬ 
ble  ends.  He  serves  as  a  Trustee  of  his  alma 
mater,  Cornell  University,  and  of  the  New 
York  Blood  Center;  as  a  trustee  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Jewish  Association  of  the  Services  for 
the  Aged.  His  many  philanthropic  causes 
include  The  New  York  Public  Library  and  the

The  goal  now  is  to  expand,  renovate 
and  create  a  new  Conservative  Jewish  home  in 
Jerusalem,  the  heart  of  Israel. 

Located  half  way  between  the  Old  City 
and  the  Knesset  Building,  the  Fuchsberg  Cen¬ 
ter  will  be  the  nub  of  Conservative  Movement 
activities  in  Israel.  Offering  ready  access  to 
shopping,  transportation  and  major  historical 
and  cultural  sites,  the  new  Center  will  be  a 
place  where  North  Americans  of  all  ages  can 
meet  for  study,  fellowship  and  hospitality. 

Every  year,  the  Center  allows  hundreds  of 
United  Synagogue  visitors  to  gain  exposure  to 
the  Jerusalem/Israel  Experience.  The  Fuchs¬ 
berg  Center  serves  as  headquarters  for  United 
Synagogue  Youth  (USY)  Israel  Pilgrimage; 
USY  High,  a  special  senior  high  program  in 
Israel;  Nativ,  a  special  one-year  program  of 
study  and  kibbutz  living;  and  the  conservative 
Yeshiva,  an  egalitarian  havruta-style  academy 
for  serious  students  of  Talmud. 

By  combining  the  existing  properties 
with  an  adjoining  site  recently  purchased  by 
the  United  Synagogue,  the  Center  will  be  a 
;  Hi  pus  for  people — young  and  old — who 
*  want  to  explore  Jewish  educational  opportu¬ 
nities  to  their  fullest. 

At  the  Fuchsberg  Center,  United  Syna¬ 
gogue  will  build  a  modern,  multi-story  Youth 
and  Education  Center;  house  its  guests  in  35 
residence  rooms  with  140  beds;  offer  whole¬ 
some  kosher  meals  in  modern  dining  facilities; 
provide  spiritual  inspiration  through  its  Bet 
Hamidrash  and  Bet  Tefilla;  educate  its  stu¬ 
dents  in  upgraded  classrooms;  supply  stu¬ 
dents’  lounges,  libraries,  terraces,  and  com¬ 
fortable  sites  for  socializing;  modernize  and 
expand  the  existing  Bernstein  Youth  Hostel; 
and  create  new  opportunities  for  advanced 
Jewish  Education  through  its  Yeshiva. 

When  completed,  the  new  campus  will 
open  its  doors  to  even  more  Conservative 
youth  programs,  such  as  Camp  Ramah  and  the 
Solomon  Schechter  Day  School  Israel  Pro¬ 
grams.  It  will  be  able  to  extend  its  hospitality 
to  additional  congregational  and  regional 
tours  and  missions  including  those  of  our  syn¬ 
agogue.  In  addition,  the  new  Fuchsberg  Cen¬ 
ter  will  make  an  important  statement  about 
G>e  Conservative  Movement’s  rightful  place  in 
B'hel  and  Jerusalem.

A  Tribute  to 
George  M.  Shapiro 

The  lump  in  my  throat  and  a  sinking  sen¬ 
sation  which  I  felt  upon  hearing  the 
news  of  George  Shapiro’s  death  last  Sep¬ 
tember  brought  back  the  memory  of  my  reac¬ 
tion  in  the  summer  of  1974  when  I  learned 
that  my  own  father,  Schlomo  Kaplan,  had 
died. 

My  father  and  I  shared  a  profession  and 
a  passion  for  music.  George  and  I  shared  an 
unconditional  devotion  and  love  for  our  her¬ 
itage. 

Very  early  in  his  life,  George  Shapiro 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  if  we  are  to  sur¬ 
vive  as  a  people,  we  would  have  to  regain  our 
statehood  and  preserve  and  contribute  to  our 
cultural  heritage.  Towards  these  goals  he 
worked  tirelessly  all  of  his  life.  Here  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  George  was  the  moving 
force  behind  the  building  of  a  new  wing  to 
house  a  first-rate  Hebrew  school. 

For  the  past  quarter-of-a-century  George 
supported,  expanded  and  nurtured  the  music 
program  which  included  two  special  music 
services.  Those  services  featured  the  best 
music  of  our  past  and  the  music  of  our  present 


—  some  of  which  will  be  recognized  as  the 
best  of  our  tomorrow’s  past. 

When  I  was  asked  by  Cantor  Lefkowitz  to 
choose  and  conduct  a  program  for  a  concert 
to  commemorate  and  honor  the  life  of  George 
M.  Shapiro,  the  theme  of  the  concert:  “Syna¬ 
gogue  Classics,  Old  and  New”  sprang  to  mind 
instantly. 

We  sing  this  concert  to  the  glory  of  God, 
as  our  ancestors  did  before  us,  and  on  behalf 
of  his  servant  and  one  of  the  best  amongst  us, 
Yosef  ben  Zisl  l  iven  Sara,  known  as  George  M.

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
Lecture 

Dr.  Judah  Nadich,  Rabbi  Emeritus  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  was  recently  invited  by 
Professor  Arthur  Gorin  of  Columbia  Universi¬ 
ty’s  History  Department  to  deliver  a  lecture  to 
his  seminar.  The  class  consisted  of  college 
seniors  and  juniors  and  is  studying  the  history 
of  American  Jews  from  the  end  of  World  War 
II  to  today. 

Rabbi  Nadich  was  asked  to  speak  about 
the  readiness  of  young  Jews  to  serve  in  the 
American  armed  forces  during  the  war,  the 
contact  between  them  and  Jewish  chaplains, 
Rabbi  Nadich’s  own  service  as  Chaplain  and 
as  Advisor  to  General  Eisenhower  on  Jewish 
Affairs  after  the  liberation  of  the  concentration 
camps,  and  the  effect  of  the  war  and  the  mil¬ 
itary  service  of  American  Jews  upon  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Jewish  community.
